One of them was tin; home 
of Alois Beck. His little .son, 5 years 
old, was killed by flying debris. 


The rural towns of Blue Mounds 


and Springdale suffered .severely in 
property loss. At Springdale on the 
George Farmon farm a barn was de- 
molished and four horses belonging 
to a tenant killed. Barns and other 
buildings in Blue Mounds were con- 
siderably damaged. 


Baraboo reports that a cloudburst 


and tornado that swept over Sauk 
county leveled hundreds of buildings, 
killing live stock and ruining crops in 
many sections.

teenth Michigan Volunteer Infantry regiments, that 
day occupied tho left lino of battle In the form 
of'a curve, with the Sixteenth and Eighty-third on . 
the extreme loft and resting on the border of 
Chlckahominy swamp, More tho brigade-was called 
upon to resist several desperate charges of Jhe 
enemy during the day, which, In every Instance, re- 
sulted In defeat of tho attacking forces.

road cut for canteens of water for the nick nnd 
wounded comrades who could not be remove'.! from 
(lie linos; this at a (line, too, when Iho enemy's 
sharpshooters wej-o so stationed as to command 
the ground a considerable: distance in the rear of 
tho brigade linos. It was this distinguished service 
of h u m a n i t y at Frodorioksburg, In the face of a 
vigilant enemy and wl-th almost certain death star- 
Ing him in tho face, that prompted his olliccrs in 
recommending him for tho medal of honor, 
The 


war department, with a f u l l record knowledge of 
his service from Gaines Mills to Fredorlcksburg, 
and for reasons best: known to Itself, decided that 
(ho medal was earned at the first-mimed battle, 
with continuing merit to the end of his military 
service. 


"Perhaps the most dangerous duty thnt a soldier 


can bo engaged In is that of scout. In a book pub- 
lished after the war, and called 'Hampton and His 
Cavalry,1 the following definition of a scout is 
given :''Tho scouts of the army did not: constitute 
a distinct organi/allon, but suitable men volunteer- 
ing for this duly were detailed from the different 
commands. 
The position rod id rod not only cool- 


ness, courage, zeal and Intelligence, but special fac- 
ilities born In some few men.' 


"The, line of demarcation between a scout and a 


spy was at times very Ill-defined, for, ns tho scouts 
wore usually dressed in enemy's uniforms which 
they had captured, they were by strict military law 
subject to the penalty of spies If taken within the 
enemy's lines, and they were not without ph.-nstuit 
experiences of that sort, 


"Undoubtedly one of the most distinguished of 


this class was Archibald I-Iamlltor. Ilowand, Jr., 
who received the medal because oi1 the Indorsement 
of General 
his great services to tho cause. 


"Uowand was born March 0, IR-lfi, In Philadel- 


phia, Pa., and enlisted June 17, 1S(>'2, In Company 
K, First West Virginia cavalry, and 
Auf'ust 17, 380;". His sen-ices were 
markablo, but most valuable to (he cntise. He was 
one of the most daring and most trusted of Sheri- 
dan's scouts, 


"Once, while scouting for Avorlll, ho was cap- 


tured, but told such a plausible story to (ho Con- 
federate ofllcors about being a Confederate scout 
with verbal orders from one distant general to an- 
other that ho was allowed to depart. The first time 
ho wns detailed on scout duty his two companions 
wore shot, and killed. 
On hie next trip his com- 


rade and his own horse were killed when they were 
18 miles inside oC the Confederate lines, but Row- 
and managed to dodge the enemy's bullets and get 
hack alive, vowing at every Jump never to go on 
scout duty again. He soon recovered from his 
fright, however, and started out on another trip. 
While' with Sheridan he was asked to locate the 
notorious partisan leader, Maj. Harry Gllmore, nnd, 
if possible, effect his capture. 


"After several days' hard work he found Gllmon, 


stopping in a large country mansion near Moor- 
field, W. Vn. This he reported to Sheridan, who

More Liberal Use Would Be Beneficial 


to People by Affording Greater 


Variety of Diet—Plans to 


Preserve- Eggs. 


If any American family Is genuinely 


entitled to tho luxury of eating liber- 
ally of poultry and eggs, that family 
is (ho farm family. Yet the fact re- 
mains that farm families are not and 
have never been liberal consumers of 
either poultry or eggs. 


For the whole country the average 


yearly consumption of eggs per farm 
Is only J.TP/& dozen, which would be 
about '2i/2 do/en n week. Tho average 
yearly 
consumption of poultry 
per 


farm is CO head, about one bird a 
week. In a few states, of course, the 
average consumption runs above these 
averages. 
The highest average con- 


sumption of eggs in any state Is four 
dozen per week per fnmily, and the 
highest consumption of poultry in any 
state is about three birds a week per 
family. 


When the fact is tnken into consid- 


eration that ninny farm families eat 
•practically no eggs nnd very IK lie poul- 
try, it Is apparent that some families 
must necessarily oat much more freely 
of both poultry and eggs than is indi- 
cated by even these highest averages. 
The maximum consumption of eggs for 
individual families would run from six 
to ten dozen a week, and of poultry 
from four to six head n week. These 
.Are not excessive Quantities of poul- 
try nml eggs for a gootf-.slzod farm fain- 
fly, and a general adoption of siu-h 
practice would he beneficial to (he peo- 
ple who live on farms, because it 
would give them a greater variety of 
diet than they nre accustomed to, 
would insure fresh meat for nt least 
half the meals, and would make the 
basic cured meat die): of (he average 
fnrm 
family less monotonous 
and, 


therefore, n^oro beneficial. 


More Money for Fewer Eggs. 


The consumption of eggs on farms 


may he greatly increased, white the 
farm housewife may still receive the 
benefit of good prices for fresh e^gs

In 191(5 Iho average difference in farm 
prices In the periods compared WJIN 
]'J.;{ cents a do/,en. There is a period 
of from five- to six months in every 
year when (he average price of fresh 
eggs on the farm is about Ion cents u 
dozen more than the average price 
during Hie season of heavy production. 
Tho farm housewife, (horefore. makes 
a dime clean, clear money on every 
dozen egg.s laid during (he season of 
heavy production that she holds over 
and markets during the season of 
scant production. If, for Instance, sho 
holds over a hundred dozen oggs laid 
during the season of scant production, 
she has made a Ion dollar hill, which 
can be applied toward "so-ttlne; a bet- 
ter table" during the season of scnnt 
egg production, and (here is no way In 
which she could bet!or apply that Ion 
dollars than hy pulling fresh eggs or 
even (he perfectly good preserved oggs 
on her own table. 


Methods of Preserving. 


There are several ways In which 


spring and summer eggs can be pre- 
s?rved for fall and winter consumption 
on tho farm. 
If tho farm is in prox- 


imity to n cold-storage plnnt, the best 
practice might he to crate Iho oggs as 
shortly as possible after they are laid 
and put thorn in storage. The nbso.nco 
of tho cold-storage plant, liowovor, 
does not mean nt all that; the farm 
housewife cannot hold her oggn for 
higher prices. Eggs can be preserved 
cither In water glass or in llmowater 
and kept in perfect condition for from 
six to nine, months.

either of (hose, methods the eggs nro 
good and usable for n year or more. 
but the longer period of preservation 
would never be necessary, us tho pe- 
riod of high prices follows the period 
of low prices insldo the perfect preser- 
vation period, of six months.

a system would work advantageously 
not only for farm families, but for city 
people as well, because it would give 
(hem n larger supply at possibly more 
moderate prices during the months 
when the production of eggs is not 
abundant. The means to thnt. end are 
not in any sense difficult. The trouble 
Incurred Is not commensurate with the 
money benefit derived, to say nothing 
of the possibly greater benefit of a 
more liberal egg ration for the family. 
All that has to be done is to save some 
of the eggs that are laid' during pe- 
riods of heavy production for 
con- 


sumption during periods of scant pro- 
duction. This does not mean, either, 
that the farm family must oat all of 
the stored eggs and give the city fam- 
ily all of the luxury of fresh eggs.

This does not mown, either, 
that the fnrm family must eat ull of 
the stored eggs and give tho clly fam- 
ily ull of the luxury of fresh eggs, j 


Kgg.s Hint are put nwny by tho fnrm 
housewife In tho mimmor, when they 
would bring \ery small prices, will 
bring very high prices In tho fall nnd 
winter, and (he fresh eggs thai ares 
laid on (he farm during those monlhs 
of high prices may ho eaten at home.

"'Sir: I tuku tho liberty of asking, through you, 


'that something be done for a lad named Orion P. 
•Howe of Waukegnn, III., who belongs fo the E'lfty- 
llflh Illinois, but at present is home wounded. I 
think ho Is too young for West 1'olnt, but would be 
the very thing for u midshipman.

sault at Vlcksburg was at Its height, on the 19th of

that followed fell severely wounded through the 
left hip by a mlnnie ball. 


"On the morning of December 13, 1SG2, while the 


Fifth corps was drawn up in line of battle on Staf- 
ford heights waiting for orders to cross the Happa- 
hanock river and enter Fredericksburg, Colonel 
Stockton, commanding the Third brigade, First 
division, called upon the Sixteenth Michigan for a 
volunteer to carry the new brigade flag that had 
just reached the command. Sidmim, but now par- 
tially recovered from his wound, sprang from the 
ranks and begged for this duty. His patriotism and 
fidelity to duty, well known to Major Welch, now 
commanding the regiment, won for him the covet- 
ed prize, much to the chagrin of several other com- 
rades who valiantly offered their services.

"John Cook, too, gained a medal of honor when a 


mere child. He was horn in Ohio, August 10, 18-17, 
and enllsti'd In Battery 1'., Fourth United States, 
arlillery, at. the. breaking out of the war. He was 
serving as bugler at Antie.tain, nnd certainly did 
enough to merit his medal. The boy distinguished 
himself at Antietani and In every light In which 
lln; command was engaged. At Antielam the bat- 
tery was knocked to pieces, losing about CiO per 
rent of the nwn. killed or wounded. Captain Camp- 
bell fell, severely wounded, and yuung Cook as- 
sisted him to the rear, ciuickly returning to the 
tiring line, where, seeing nearly all the men down 
and nut enough left to man the guns, the little fel- 
low unsl.nipped a pouch of ammunition from the 
buily of u dead gunner u'ho was lying near one of 
tin.- caissons, ran forward with it and acted as gun- 
ner u n t i l the cud of the: tight. 


"J. ('. Julius Langhein was a very small boy, 


indeed, when at the battle ol; Camden, North Caro- 
lina, April .15, 1S()2, he won his congress medal. 
Thu official record states that 'when a drummer 
boy. 
he voluntarily and under a heavy fire went 


to tin.' aid of a wounded oflicur, procured medical 
aid .I'm- him and aided in carrying him to a jjlace 
ot: safety." After the battle he was granted a short 
leave of absence to visit his parents, and what a 
thrill of happiness the boy must have felt when 
he handed his mother a commendatory letter from 
his company commander.

"And 
hero is another boy who wears the con- 


gress medal of honor, nobly won : George D. Sid- 
man, a schoolboy from Michigan, a mere child in 
years, u'lieu he 'made his great record and won the 
medal for 'distinguished bravery in battle at 
Gaines Mills, .Tune -7. :i-SG2.' This battle, the sec- 
ond of the 'Seven Days' Battles' before Richmond, 
was one of thu most disastrous battles of- the Civil 
war, 
wherein Firz John Porter's Fifth army corps 


was pitted against the throe army corps of Gen- 
erals I.ongstreet, Hill and 'Stonewall' Jacksou. 


"Brig. 'Gen. Daniel Butterfleld's brigade, com- 


posed of the Twelfth, Seventeenth and Forty-fourth 
New York, the Eighty-third Pennsylvania and Six- 
teenth Michigan Volunteer infantry'reglruents, that 
day occupied the left line oE battle in the form 
of a curve, with the Sixteenth and Eighty-third on . 
the extreme left and resting on the border of 
Chlckahominy swamp. Here the brigade-was called 
upon to resist several desperate charges of _rhe 
enemy during the day, which, in every instance, re- 
sulted In defeat of the attacking forces. 


"It was in this forlorn hope' rally that Sldraan, 


thLMi a youth of seventeen, serving in the ranis of. 
Company C, Sixteenth Michigan, as a-private, but 
borne on the -rolls- of his company as a drummer . 
boy, 
distinguished himself by waving his gun and 


calling upon his comrades to rally on the colors as 
he had done, thus setting an example that was 


ing his brigade on its famous charge up.. itarye's 
heights,-in that terrible slaughter under Burnside, 
he was again wounded, but not so severely as to 
prevent him from planting the colors within 150 
yards of the enemy's line, where they remained 
J'or 80 hours. Three days later he proudly bore his 
hag back across the Kappahanock, marked by a 
broken shaft and several holes, caused by the ene- 
my's missiles during the charge. 


"It was in this battle, Sunday, December 14, 


:S02, while the brigade lay all day hugging the 
ground behind the slight elevation a few yards 
in front of the enemy, momentarily expecting an 
attack, that Sidman, with a comrade of his own 
company, displayed humanity as well a.s remark- 
able valor by running the gauntlet through a. rail- 
road cut for canteens of water for the Blcft and 
wounded comrades who could no.t be removed from 
ttie lines; this at a time, too, when the enemy's 
.sharpshooters were so stationed as to command 
the ground a considerable distance In the rear of 
the brigade lines. It was this distinguished service 
of humanity at Fredericksburg, In the face of a 
vigilant enemy and wkli almost certain death star- 
ing him in the face, that prompted his officers in 
recommending him for the medal of honor. 
The 


war department, with a full record knowledge of 
his service from Gaines Mills to Fredericksburg, 
and for reasons best known to itself, decided that 
the medal, was earned at the first-named battle, 
with continuing merit to the end of his military 
service. 


"Perhaps the most dangerous duty that a soldier 


can he engaged in is that of scout. In a book pub- 
lished after the war, and called 'Hampton and His 
Cavalry,' the following definition of a scout is 
given:''The scouts of the army did not constitute. 
a distinct organization, but suitable men volunteer- 
ing for this duty-were detailed from the different 
commands.

ulties born in some few men.'

this class was Archibald Hamilton Rowand, Jr., 
who received the medal because of the indorsement 
of General Sheridan, who knew and appreciated 
his great services to the cause. 


"Rowand was born March 0, 1S45, in Philadel- 


phia Pa., and enlisted June IT, 1802, in Company 
K First West Virginia cavalry, and served until 
August IT.

He was 
one of the most daring and most trusted of Sheri- 
dan's scouts. 


"Once while scouting for Averill, he was cap- 


tured, but told such a plausible story to the Con- 
federate officers about being a Confederate scout 
with verbal orders from one distant general to an- 
other that he was allowed to depart. The first time 
ho was detailed on scout duty his two companions 
were shot and killed. On hie next trip his com- 
rade and his own horse were killed when they were 
IS miles inside of the Confederate lines, but Row- 
nnd rnanaged'to dodge the enemy's bullets and get 
hack alive, vowing at every jump never to go.on 
scout duty again. He soon recovered from his 
fri"ht however, and started out on another trip. 
While with Sheridan he was asked to locate the 
notorious partisan leader, Maj. Harry Gilmore, and 
if possible, effect his capture. 


"After several days' hard work he found Gilmore 


stopping In n large country mansion near Moor- 
flelcl W Va. This he reported to Sheridan, who 
sent with him about fifteen scouts under Colonel 
Young 
They dressed In Confederate -uniforms 


and followed by 300 Federal cavalry at a distance 
of several miles, to be of assistance In case the 
true character of the scouts was discovered, they 
arrived near Gilmore's command about daybreak, 
and Rowand went forward alone and, single-hand- 
ed captured the vldette without a shot being fired. 
The scouts then entered the family mansion and 
took Gilmore out of bed and back to Sheridan's 
headquarters."

Of course a" great many Important 


matters have occupied the attention of 
congress and that might account for 
the delay In presenting and passing a 
bill which would utilize the water pow- 
er of the United States. 
For more 


than ten years there has heen a great 
deal of talk about the benefits to be 
derived from the water power which 
has been running to waste nnd will 
continue to run to waste until some 
action is taken, and yet there never has 
been anything done. 


Many months ago the senate passed 


n water power bill, hut the house has 
not seen flt to consider It. It has been 
n matter of two months since a special 
committee was formed in the house for 
the express purpose of enacting water 
power legislation. A bill approved by 
three cabinet officers, all having juris- 
diction to some extent over water pow- 
er lands nnd sites, was submitted to 
this committee and for-a time it seem- 
ed as if. the measure might receive 
favorable consideration. But this hill 
still awaits action in the house, where 
It is supposed to have strong support. 


There are many subtle ways of delay- 


Ing legislation in congress and it Is 
possible that the water power bill is one 
which has been marked for postpone- 
ment until congress gets tired and ad- 
journs.

Webb is chairman of the judiciary com- 
mittee, and so North Carolina again 
takes a prominent place In regard to 
other important legislation. 


Conditions in the national capital 


cause considerable 
comment 
from 


time to time. Washington for a long 
time has been known as one of the 
most beautiful cities In the world, and 
for many reasons It has attracted peo- 
ple as a place of residence, although 
they may have no business here. 


Since the beginning of the war, and 


the great Influx of workers, conditions 
have become very disagreeable to the 
residents. Prices have gone up, the 
cost of living having Increased here 
more than any other place in the conn- 
try; It Is almost impossible to secure 
labor for any purpose; the wages of 
servants have been raised and many 
people have been unabie to obtain 
servants at any price. Then there has 
been the erection of many buildings 
for government purposes. Ihe beau- 


Perhaps no one but President Wil- 


son could have secured the enactment 
of such Important legislation as has 
been passed by congress since the war 
began. 
Beginning with the conscrip- 


tion bill and on down to the Overman 
bill, there have been many measures 
of vital Importance enacted, all 
of 


them increasing the power of the pres- 
ident, until at last he has practically 
a free hand to do anything he pleases 
in order to carry on the war success- 
fully. 
There 
Is 
no governmental 


power or agency that has not been 
placed in his hands, save only the pow- 
er of making appropriations, and even 
In regard to that there Is no doubt that 
the president can secure from congress 
ail the money that is necessary to 
carry on the war. 


An unexpected thing happened In 


the senate the other day when Sena- 
tor Overman suggested 
the 
absence 


of a quorum. 
"There Is' a quorum 


here," asserted Vice President Mar- 
shall. "The chair will take judicial no- 
tice of the fact that there is a quorum 
here." 


After the senators recovered some- 


what they felt the full shock of what 
had been done. ' Never before In the 
history of the senate had a presiding 
officer failed to direct that the roll be 
called when any senator suggested the 
absence of a quorum. It was almost 
like the days when Tom Reed counted 
a quorum In the house of representa- 
tives. 


The qr.ornm proposition In both the 


house and senate is a good deal of a 
farce. 
Recently there was an impor- 


tant matter pending in the senate, and 
at the same time a hearing was going 
on in one of the committees. There 
was'n ring of two bells in the commit- 
tee room'and the hearing was stopped. 
"We must go into the senate and an- 
swer to our names," ' explained the 
chairman, "but we'll be right back." 
They left the committee room and 
were in the senate perhaps one-half 
a minute, helped to constitute a quo- 
rum, 
and then returned to the com- 


mittee room. On a count they figured 
as part of a quorum, but of course 
they were not actually a part of it.

Not a. Particularly Exciting Picture but It Means About Sixty Dozen Cgfl* 


Saved in Water Gloss for the Season of Scarcity. 


POULTRY PRODUCE 


FOR FARM FAMILY 


Housewife May Feed Twice as 


Many Eggs as Usual and Still 


Realize Profit. 


CONSUMPTION IS NOT LARGE 


More Liberal Use Would Be Beneficial 


to People by Affording Greater 


Variety of 'Diet—Plans to 


Preserve Eggs. 


OfTicIal Washington lias realized dur- 


ing the past week or ten days that the 
country has become more interested in 
the wjxr than any time since the Unit- 
ed States entered upon that great con- 
flict. This interest is ascribed to the 
fact that American casualty lists are 
now being received and it is brought 
home to our people that great sacri- 
fices are necessary in order to win the 
war; of civilization. 


Prerogatives are great things and 


If properly used can often overcome 
common sense. The house of repre- 
sentatives will not surrender what it 
claims 
as 
its great constitutional 


prerogative, 
that of originating^ all 


bills relating to revenue. The senate 
Has Its own prerogatives, but it does 
not have to contest with the house for 
them because these prerogatives relate 
almost wholly to what Is known as 
executive business, the ratification of 
treaties and the confirmation of pres- 
idential appointments. It does, how- 
ever, have to contest with the presi- 
dent, for occasionally appointments 
are 
made without the consent of 


the senate, which seem to be an In- 
fringement upon the "senate's prerog- 
ative, the right of confirmation. Then 
the president often makes an agree- 
ment called a "n.odus Vivendi" with a 
foreign nation, which is practically a 
treaty, without reference to the sen- 
ate's right of ratification. 
1 There Is always more or less of a 
squabble 
over these "prerogatives" 


and from the way members of con- 
gress talk it would seem that they 
are more Important than anything else 
connected with legislation. 


There are six men In the house of 


representatives who fought in the Civil 
war. 
Three of them were Confeder- 


ates, Major Stedman of North Caro- 
lina, General JEstoplnal of Louisiana 
and-Private Talbott of Maryland. The 
other three, Sherwood and Holllngs- 
worth of Ohio and Osborne of Cali- 
fornia, wore the blue of the Federal 
army. 
The blue outnumbers the gray 


in the senate. There are two former 
Yanks" :in that body. Warren of 


Wyoming and Nelson of Minnesota, 
while Senator Bankhead of Alabama 
is the sole remaining "Johnny Reb." 
It has always been the case that after 
the conclusion of a war congress has 
been 
thronged 
with 
fighting 
men 


Since 1805 there have been hundreds 
of Civil war veterans in congress at 
one time or another, but even at that 
It Is rather remarkable that after 53 
years there still are nine of them left.

If any American family Is genuinely 


entitled to the luxury of natlng liber- 
ally of poultry and eggs, that family 
is the farm family. 
Yet the fact re- 


mains that farm families are not and 
have never been liberal consumers of 
either poultry or ORBS. 


For the whole country the average 


yearly consumption of eggs per farm 
is only 137% dozen, which would be 
about 21/2 dozen a week. Tlio average 
yearly consumption of poultry per 
farm is GO head, about om? bird a 
week. In a few states, of course, the 
average consumption runs above these 
averages. 
The highest average con- 


sumption of eggs in any state Is four 
dozen per week per family, anil the 
highest consumption of poultry In any 
state is about three birds a week per 
family. 


When the fact Is taken into consid- 


eration that many fnrm families eat 
practically no eggs and very littli! poul- 
try, it Is apparent that some families 
must necessarily eat much more freely 
of both poultry and eggs than Is indi- 
cated by even these highest averages. 
The maximum consumption of i-ggs for 
^dividual families would run from six 
to ten dozen a week, and of poultry 
from four to six head a week. These 
.<re not excessive quantities of poul- 
try nnd eggs for n gooil-slzcd farm fam- 
ily, and :i general adoption of sudi 
practice would be beneficial to the peo- 
ple who live on farms, because it 
would give them a greater variety of 
diet than they are accustomed to, 
would insure fresh meat for at le.'ist 
half the meals, and would make the 
basic cured meat diet of the average 
farm 
family Jess monotonous and, 


therefore, more beneficial. 


More Money for Fewer Eggs. 


The consumption of eggs on farms 


may be greatly increased, while the 
farm housewife may still receive the 
benefit of good prices for fresh eggs 
in the season of scant production. 
Indeed, suchj a system can be worked 
out in a wajy that will net the farm 
woman :nore, clear money on her eggs 
for the year'than If slie'solcl thorn on 
the generally slipshod false economy 
system, without consuming any consid- 
erable quantity of them at homo. That 
would be true because the entire homo 
consumption would be from eggs laid 
during the period of heavy production 
and low prices, while all of the eggs 
laid during periods of scant production 
and high prices would be sold. 
Such 


a system %vould work advantageously 
not only for farm families, but for city 
people as well, because It would give 
them a larger supply at possibly more 
moderate prices during the months 
when the production of eggs is not 
abundant. The means to that end are 
not in any sense difficult. The trouble 
incurred Is not commensurate with the 
money benefit derived, to say nothing 
of the possibly greater benefit of a 
more liberal egg ration for the family. 
All that has to be done is to save some 
of the eggs that are laid'during pe- 
riods of heavy production for con- 
sumption during periods of scant pro- 
duction. This does not mean, either, 
that the farm family must eat all of 
the stored eggs and give the city fam- 
ily all of the luxury of fresh eggs.; 


Kggs that are put uway by the farm 
hnusewlfo in the sumtm-r, wln-u they 
would bring very small prici-s, will 
bring very high prices In Iho fall nml 
winter, and tlio fresh eggs that. »r<> 
laid on the farm during those months 
of high prh-i-s may bo <>aton at home.

There Is a period 
of from flvo to six inonlhs In <n'iM'y 
year when tin.- avorago prlci- of t'n-sli 
i-cgs on the farm is about d-ii ci'iiis u 
dozen more than tlio nveniiro prlci> 
during tho season of heavy production. 
The farm housewife, therefore, makes 
a dime clean, clear money on every 
dozen eggs laid during the season of 
heavy production that she holds over 
and markets during tlio season of 
scant production. If, for Instance, slui 
holds over a hundred ilo/en eggs Inlil 
during thu season of scant: production, 
she has made n ten dollar bill, which 
can bo applied toward "selling :i I'd- 
ter table" during tlio season of scant 
egg production, ami thero Is no way lt» 
which she could better apply that Ion 
dollars than by put I Ing fresh eggs or 
even the perfectly good proservoil eggs 
on her own tablo. 


Methods of Preserving. 


Then? are several ways In which 


spring and summer eggs can bo pre- 
sjrved for fall and winter consumption 
on the farm. 
If tlio farm Is in prox- 


imity to a cold-storago plant, Iho bout 
practice might bo to crato the OBRH as 
shortly as possible after they nro laid 
and put them In storage. The absence 
of the cold-storage plant, however, 
loos not moan at nil that tlio farm 
housewife cannot hold her eggs for 
ilgher prlc'os. lOggs can bo pre.serveil 
either In water glass or In llmowiiler 
uid kept In perfect condition for from 
six to nlno months. 
ProsorvoiJ by 


Ither of those methods tho oggf) nro 


good nnd usable for n year or more. 
)ut the longer period of preservation 
.vould never bo necessary, us the po- 
•iod of high prices follows tho period 
>f low prices Inside tho perfect preser- 
•atlon period of six months.
